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Efforts to save the CAC poverty program 
for the poor, by the Neighborhood Center 
Advisory Committee and other black groups, 
caused a great commotion in the meeting of 
the CAC board on Monday evening at the St, 
Rita's Center, Despite the lack of a quorum 
of present CAC board members, the room 
was packed with concerned black citizens, 

The stormy session was highlighted by 
verbal outburst by Dr, Whittaker, CAC, 
board member, and the exit of two so-called 
Negro leaders; Board members, Reuben 
Daniels and Rev, H, C,’ Huggins, who walked 
out of the meeting, The important meeting 
was an attempt by the united black groups to 
reconstruct the CAC program before the 

OEO deadline of Dec, 31, 1967, 

The Neighborhood Center Advisory Comn 
ittee was requested to appear to answer 
questions by the CAC board regarding their 
efforts to fill vacancies on the present CAC 
board, 

The Neighborhood Center Advisory Comm, 
shook up the CAC meeting by alleging that 
the CAC had operated for the past two years 
without the maximum involvement of the 
POOR PEOPLE. | 

They also charged that the CAC hireda 
staff to operate the anti-poverty program 
but did not allow them to do so,

The Black Bourgeoisie has been uprooted 
from its "racial" tradition and as a conseq- 
uence has no cultural roots in either the 
Negro or the white world, In seeking to 
conform to bourgeois ideals and standards 
of behavior, this class in the Negro comm- 
unity has sloughed off the genteel tradition 
of the small upper Class which had its roots 
among the Negroes who were free before 
the Civil War, But more important still, 
the black bourgeoisie has rejected the folk 
culture of the Negro masses, The artistic
